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FOREWORD 


The  Inventory  of  County  Archives  of  Illinois  is  one  of  a  number 
of  bibliographies  of  historical  materials  prepared  throughout  the  United 
States  by  workers  on  The  Historical  Records  Survey  of  the  Works  Progress 
Administration.   The  publication  herewith  presented,  an  inventory  of  the 
archives  of  Scott  County,  is  number  85  of  the  Illinois  series. 

The  Historical  Records  Survey  was  undertaken  in  the  winter  of 
1935-36  for  the  purpose  of  providing  useful  employmont  to  needy  unemploy- 
ed historians,  lawyers,  teachers,  and  research  and  clerical  workers. 
In  carrying  out  this  objective,  the  project  was  organized  to  compile 
inventories  of  historical  materials,  particularly  the  unpublished  govern- 
ment documents  and  records  which  are  basic  in  the  administration  of  local 
government,  and  v.'hich  provide  invaluable  data  for  students  of  political, 
economic,  and  social  history.  The  archival  guide  herewith  presented  is 
intended  to  meet  the  requirements  of  day-to-day  administration  by  the 
officials  of  the  i>ounty,  and  also  the  needs  of  lawyers,  business  men  and 
other  citizens  v;ho  require  facts  from  the  public  records  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  their  affairs.   The  volume  is  so  designed  that  it  can  be  used 
by  the  historian  in  his  research  in  unprinted  sources  in  the  same  way  he 
uses  the  library  card  catalog  for  printed  sources. 

The  inventories  produced  by  The  Historical  Records  Survey  attempt 
to  do  more  than  give  merely  a  list  of  records  -  they  attempt  further  to 
sketch  in  the  historical  background  of  tho  county  or  other  unit  of  gov- 
ernment, and  to  describe  precisely  and  in  detail  tho  organization  and 
functions  of  the  government  agencies  v/hose  records  they  list.   The 
county,  town,  and  other  local  inventories  for  tho  entire  country  v/ill, 
when  completed,  constitute  an  encyclopedia  of  local  government  as  well 
as  a  bibliography  of  local  archives. 

The  successful  conclusion  cf  the  work  of  The  Historical  Records 
Survey,  even  in  a  single  countj'",  would  not  be  possible  without  the  sup- 
port of  public  officials,  historical  and  legal  specialists,  and  many 
other  groups  in  the  community.   Their  cooperation  is  gratefully  acknow- 
led::©d.

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PREFACE 


The  Historical  Records  Survey  was  initiated  as  a  nation-wide  under- 
taking in  January  1936,  as  part  of  the  Federal  Writers'  Project  of  the 
Works  Progress  Administration,   In  Illinois  the  Survey  bepame  at*  inde- 
pendent unit  in  August  1936,  but  continued  to  operate  as  a  part  of  the 
nation-wide  project  under  the  technical  supervision  of  Dr.  Luther  H, 
Evans,  National  Director,  and  under  the  administrative  supervision  of 
the  Division  of  Women's  and  Professional  Projects. 

In  compiling  this  Inventory  of  the  Archives  of  Scott  County,  the 
Survey  has  sought  to  locate,  describe,  and  classify  all  extant  coiinty 
records  and  to  make  them  more  easily  accessible  to  county  officials, 
the  general  public,  and  research  workers.   It  is  believed  that  this 
inventory  will  be  useful  in  the  preservation  of  this  valuable  material, 
cind  as  a  guide  to  the  archives  wherein  may  be  found  so  much  important 
information  in  the  fields  of  history,  sociology,  political  science,  and 
economics.  While  some  historians  have  realized  this  for  many  years,  the 
general  public  has  never  been  made  aware  of  the  intrinsic  worth  of  this 
material.   In  the  official  documents  of  Scott  County  is  continued  the 
story  of  the  coming  into  the  wilderness  of  settlers  who  created  a. terri- 
tory and  the  rudiments  of  a  simple  frontier  government,  bought  and  sold 
land,  built  roads,  established  schools,  and  later  founded  a  state. 

The  Historical  Records  Survey  has  proved  itself  of  valuable  assis- 
tance to  local  and  county  governments  in  Illinois,  Records  have  been 
re-arranged  and  made  more  accessible,  material  believed  to  be  lost  has 
been  located,  indexing  projects  have  been  fostered,  and  cotmty  officials 
have  been  encouraged  and  induced  to  provide  new  equipment  for  their  of- 
fices and  better  storage  space  for  the  records. 

In  addition,  the  program  of  the  Survey  has  been  planned  to  dovetail 
with  the  long  range  plans  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  the  care  of  its 
State  and  local  archives.  For  example,  the  first  step  in  the  Illinois 
program,  the  moving  of  all  state  records  into  a  new  Archives  Building, 
has  been  materially  aided  by  the  preparation  of  preliminary  inventories 
by  Survey  workers  for  the  various  st?.te  departments.  Again,  the  pro- 
gram of  the  State  for  the  preservation  of  county  records,  including  the 
making  of  microphotographic  copies  of  all  important  historical  documents, 
obviously  presupposes  inventories  such  as  The  Historical  Records  Survey 
is  now  making. 

Since  under  Illinois  law  no  records  may  be  destroyed  without  specific 
enabling  legislation,  the  tremendous  increase  in  the  bulk  of  records  being 
produced  today  makes  it  impossible  for  either  the  State  or  the  counties  to 
preserve  all  records.  Hence,  there  has  been  considerable  destruction  of 
records.   The  inventories  being  compiled  by  The  Historical  Records  Survey 
now  make  possible  for  the  first  time  a  scientific  study  of  the  whole  ques- 
tion of  record  destruction.   If,  as  seems  likely,  this  results  in  ade- 
quate and  sensible  legislation  permitting  necessary  reduction  in  the  bulk 
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of  records,  this  single  use  of  the  inventories  may  prove  the  most 
important  contribution  of  the  Survey, 

Work  on  the  survey  of  records  of  Scott  County,  the  eighty-fifth 
coiinty  on  the  alphabetically  arran£;ed  list  of  the  one  hundred  and  two 
counties  in  Illinois,  w?s  begun  Augij.st.25,  1936,  and  finished  January 
20,  1937.   The  inventory  was  taken  by  Ralph  Cisne  and  Wilfred  Marine 
under  the  supervision  of  V,  C.  Karchor.  .Rcchecking,  including  a 
thorough  search  for  missing  and  incomplete  records  was  started  September 
25,  1937,  and  completed  October  12,  1937. 

The  inventory  vfcs  prepared  for  publication  by  the  state  editorial 
staff  of  The  Historical  Records  Survey  at  Chicago,  under  the  supervision 
of  Herbert  R.  Rifkind.

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1.   HISTORICAL  SKETCH 


Scott  County,  named  for  a  county  in  Kentucky  was  separated  from 
Morgaji  County  fey  act  of  the  Eleventh  General  Assemtly,  February  16, 
1839,1  One  of  the  smallest  counties  in  the  strte,  with  an  area  of  249 
square  miles,  its  boundaries  have  remained  unchanged  since  the  date  of 
its  creation.   On  the  north  and  east  it  is  bounded  by  Morgen  County, 
the  zigzag  character  of  the  boundary  lines  there  resulting  from  the 
efforts  of  several  members  of  the  General  Assembly  to  retain  for  the 
parent  county  Morgan,  the  to',7ns  of  Lynville  and  Bethel  and  the  rich 
lands  surrounding  them.   On  the  south  lies  Greene  County,  and  on  the 
west  Scott  is  bordered  by  the  Illinois  River,  on  the  other  side  of  which 
is  Pike  County. 

As  soon  as  it  was  proposed  to  create  Scott  County,  three  separate 
projects,  each  sponsored  by  a  community,  sprang  up.   The  towns  of  North 
Prairie,  Winchester,  and  Manchester,  each  eager  for  the  honor  of  being  the 
county  seat,  mapped  out  areas  for  the  new  county  of  which  they  were  the 
centers.   Winchester,  as  the  most  eligible  center,  finally  succeeded  in 
eliminating  the  other  two,  and  the  question  simply  simmered  down  to  a 
niomerical  contest  between  the  advocates  and  foes  of  the  plan. 

In  his  history  of  Scott  County,  N.  M.  Knapp,  the  first  county 
clerk,  relates  that  the  whole  county  v/as  scoured  by  the  bearers  of 
petitions. 2  Men,  women,  children,  travelers,  Negroes,  Indians,  and

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  represented 
in  the  General  Assembly,  That  all  that  part  of  country  situated  in 
the  following  boundary,  to  wit:   Beginning  in  the  centre  of  the

west;  thence,  south,  to  the  line  dividing  Morgan  and  Greene  Counties; 
thence,  vrest,  with  said  line,  to  the  center  of  the  channel  of  the 
Illinois  River;  thonce,  north,  with  the  channel  of  said  river, _ to 
the  beginning;  '.vhich  shall  constitute  a  county,  to  be  called  Scott.

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all  aniiTials  bearing  names,  were  placed  upon  the  petitions  for  or  against, 
and  in  some  cases,  on  both.   The  advocates  for  the  proposed  county  found 
out  from  friends  in  the  legisla-bure,  then  meeting  for  the  last  time  at 
Vandalia,  the  second  capitol  of  Illinois,  that  the  opponents  of  the 
measure  were  ahead.   Determined  to  v/in  at  any  cost,  the  petitioners 
adroitly  tricked  the  leader  of  the  opposition,  a  resident  of  North  Prairie, 
into  a  false  sense  of  security  by  sending  a  message  purporting  to  come 
from  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  stating  that  the  bill  had  been  killed, 
l/'/hile  the  leader  of  the  opposition  openly  exulted,  the  petitioners  franti- 
cally set  about  to  secure  more  names,  using  in  their  extremity,  it  is  said, 
names  of  postmasters  of  tho  United  States,  taken  directly  from  i±ie  Post- 
office  Blue  Qook.  VJhen  on  the  day  folloTj-ing  the  receipt  of  the  message, 
the  Ilorth  Prairie  leader  heard  the  cannon  boom  in  Winchester,  he  realized 
that  he  had  been  duped,  and  that  the  bill  creating  Scott  County  virith 
Y/inchestor  as  the  county  seat,  had  been  passed,  1 

One  of  the  chief  inducements  toward  making  V/inchester  the  county 
seat,  v;as  the  liberal  offer  of  its  citizens  to  provide  the  side  and  $5000 
for  the  construction  of  a  courthouse  and  jail.   Previously,  provision  had 
been  made  in  the  act  of  creation  for  a  courthouse  and  jail  to  cost  .f!3,500 
and  $1,500  respectively,  but  one  building  being  deemed  more  practical,  a 
combined  courthouse  and  jail  was  constructed  which  served  the  county  until 
the  present  courthouse  was  built  in  1885, 

The  population  of  Scott  County  at  the  time  of  its  creation  consisted 
principally  of  emigrants  from  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Virginia,  Worth  Carolina, 
England,  Ireland,  and  Gerr;iany,  Since  Scott  borders  on  the  Illinois  River, 
the  chief  artery  of  traffic  across  the  State  in  those  days,  it  follovfs 
that  this  region  early  know  the  presence  of  white  men.  A  name  such  as 
Mauvaise  Terre  Creek  is  indicative  of  early  French  exploration.   The  first 
railroad  constructed  in  Illinois  in  1837,  using  strap  iron  rails  spiked  on 
wooden  stringers  and  mules  for  locomotive  power,  extended  from  Naples,  a 
fort  on  the  Illinois  River  in  \vhat  is  now  Scott  County,  to  Jacksonville  in 
present-day  Morgan  County,  a  distance  of  twenty-five  miles. 

The  first  election  of  county  officers  was  held  on  the  third  Monday 
of  March,  1839,  vath  organization  being  effected  Iferch  2  3rd,   The  original 
board  of  county  commissioners  named  in  the  act  of  creation  consisted  of 
the  justices  of  the  peace  in  that  section  of  Ivforgan  County  which  irjas  cut 
off  to  form  Scott,   These  were  David  Rankin,  Edvjard  Mitchell,  and  Absolem 
Peak.   The  first  commissioners  elected  by  the  electorate  in  August,  1839, 
were  Edvmrd  Mitchell,  Holloimy  IT,  Vansyckel,  and  Robert  McCrackin,   The 
first  county  clerk  vra.s  N,  M,  Khapp;  Levi  Harlan  was  the  first  circuit 
clerk;  and  Thomas  Kersey  became  the  first  county  treasurer, 

Scott  County  is  one  of  tho  seTontecn  counties  not  under  tovmship

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organization  T/Thoso  business  affairs  arc  managed  by  boards  of  county 
oomnissioners,  each  board  consistinr  of  three  members.   In  this  respect 
Scott  differs  from  the  remaining  eightyxfive  counties  in  the  state  vAiich 
aro  governed  by  county  boards  of  supervisors,  Under  the  latter  form  of 
government,  one  supervisor  is  elected  from  each  tov/nship,  and  the  number 
of  tovmships  determines  the  memborsl'iip  of  the  county  board  of  supervisors. 
In  larger  counties,  hoirever,  provision  is  made  for  assistant  supervisors. 

County  government  by  corai:iissioners  goes  back  to  the  first  state 
Constitution  of  1818  ivhich  made  provision  for  the  election  of  three 
county  commissioners  in  each  county.   In  the  follov/ing  year,  1819,  the 
Legislature  created  for  each  county  a  county  commissioners'  court,  coifr- 
posed  of  the  three  commissioners,  which  v/as  to  be  in  charge  of  all  county 
business  matters  and  rrelfare.   These  elected  commissioners  served  for  a 
tenn  of  t\7o  years.   Later,  in  March  1857,  the  Legislature  extended  the 
commissioners'  term  to  three  years  vdth  the  provision  that  the  elected 
commissioners  serve  one,  t\-ra,  and  three  years,  to  bo  determined  by  lot, 
and  a  nou  cominissioner  to  be  elected  each  yoar.   Thus,  in  1839,  T^hen 
Scott  County  ivas  formed,  the  three  comi-nissioaiors  were  elected  under  the 
revised  legislation. 

Then  in  accordance  vdth  the  Constitution  of  1848  and  legislation 
passed  February  12,  1849,  the  county  court  became  successor  to  the  county 
commissioners'  court.   The  noiT  court,  \Thcn  acting  for  county  business 
matters,  ras  com,posod  of  a  cou:ity  judge  and  tiro  associate  justicesof  the 
peace,  each  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years.   Finally,  under  the  Consti~ 
tution  of  1870,  and  in  accordance  vdth  an  act  which  went  into  effect  in 
1873,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  became  successor  to  the  county 
court.   In  Scott  County,  the  first  covinty  commissioners  elected  in  1873 
were  John  W,  Sumner,  James  D,  Roodhouse,  and  Vdlliara  R,  Hamilton,   The 
board  remains  the  county  governing  body  in  Scott  County, 

Throughout  the  nearly  one  hundred  years  of  its  existence,  Scott 
County  has  enjoyed  a  reputation  of  financial  responsibility,  and  pride 
in  its  ability  to  provide  for  all  the  needs  of  its  citizens.   Its  rolling 
terrain  is  all  rich  agricultural  land.  Excellent  land  and  -water  trans- 
portation constitute  a  distinct  aid  to  farmers  in  shipping  their  farm 
products  to  markets.   In  addition  to  "the  water  transportation  provided 
by  the  Illinois  River,  rail  transportation  is  furnished  by  the  Cliicago, 
Burlington  a   Quincy,  the  Chicago  and  Alton,  and  the  ViTabash  lines.   The 
population  of  Scott  County,  according  to  the  Census  of  1930,  is  8,539, 
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The  county  in  Illinois  is  a  corporate  "body  and  an  administrative 
unit  of  the  state.   In  Scott  County,  as  in  others  not  organized  under 
to'vvnship  organization,  several  administrative  districts  are  established 
as  units  of  county  government. 

The  board  of  county  commissioners  has  general  administrative  juris- 
diction of  county  affairs,  including  authority  to  raise  revenue  within 
statutory  limits,  control  of  public  and  senipublic  funds,  and  management 
of  corporate  property.   This  governing  body  is  also  charged  with  the 
maintenance  of  a  county  library  system,  the  appropriation  of  money  for 
roads  and  bridges,  and  appropriations  for  public  assistance  and  for  the 
management  of  public  affairs.   In  Scott  County,  three  elected  county 
commissioners  make  up  the  composition  of  this  board.   The  county  clerk 
is  its  ministerial  and  secretarial  officer.  Another  significant  function 
of  the  board  is  the  role  it  performs  as  board  of  review  for  the  reviev;- 
and  equalization  of  assessments.! 

The  fiduciary  aspect  of  finances  is  represented  by  the  county  treas- 
urer, who  receives,  has  custody  of,  and  disburses  by  order  of  the  county 
board  or  with  statutory  authorization,  all  funds.   In  Scott  County,  he  is 
also  ex-officio  county  assessor,  and  the  sheriff  is  ex-off icio  collector 
of  taxes.   The  county  clerk,  as  one  phase  of  his  duties,  binds  together 
the  entire  revenue  procedure,  originating  certain  records,  collecting 
relevant  information,  and  reporting  from  each  officer  or  body  conceimed 
to  the  others. 2 

Justice  is  administered  by  the  following  officers:  two  justices  of 
the  peace  in  each  district;  the  county  judge  who  is  also  ex-officio  pro- 
bate judge;  three  circuit  judges  elected  by  the  electorate  of  the  judicial

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district  of  six  counties  of  which  Scott  is  a  part.   A  probation  officer 
assist?  both  the  county  and  circuit  courts  in  the  administration  of 
justice.   The  county  clerk  is  ex-off icio  clerk  of  the  county  and  probate 
courts.   A  public  administrator  appointed  by  the  governor  of  the  state 
administers  intestate  estates  that  are  without  relativen  or  creditors. 
The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  serving  Scott  County  is  elected  by  the 
county  electorate.   The  sheriff  is  the  ministerial  officer  of  all  courts 
of  record  and  is  the  principal  agent  for  the  enforcement  of  law.   The 
state's  attorney's  functions  similarly  touch  both  the  administration  of 
justice  and  the  enforcement  of  law.   The  coroner  shares  many  powers  in 
the  latter  category  with  the  sheriff.   However,  his  major  duty  of  holding 
inquests  pertains  to  the  administration  of  justice.-'- 

In  the  administration  of  education,  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  occupies  an  important  central  position.   In  the  congressional 
toAmships  are  boards  of  trustees  of  school  districts,  aided  by  the  board's 
appointed  treasurer  who  is  also  cx-off icio  clerk  of  this  body.   The  boards 
of  trustees  have  executive  and  financial  powers  with  responsibility  to 
the  county  superintendent  of  schools.   The  superintendent  exercises  wide 
supervisory  powers  over  all  matters  relating  to  schools  and  educational 
affairs.   Above  him  are  the  following  authorities:   the  county  board, 
exercising  general  financial  control;  the  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion, representing  state  academic  supervision;  the  state  department  of 
public  health,  the  state  fire  mtirshal,  ajnd  the  state  architect,  advising 
in  such  matters  related  to  schools  as  fall  within  their  province.   The 
superintendent  reports  on  his  supervision  in  the  county  to  each  of  these 
officers  and  bodies. 2 

Public  health  services  are  similarly  administered  on  a.11  levels  of 
government  with  the  county  clerk  performing  an  important  role.   The  state 
department  of  public  health  has  supervision  over  the  registration  of 
vital  statistics;  in  Scott  Covinty  exorcised  through  the  road  district 
clerks  v/ho  act  as  local  registrars.   Copies  of  the  records  of  births, 
stillbirths,  and  de-ths  are  deposited  monthly  with  the  county  clerk  for 
recordation  by  the  said  local  registrars.*^  Persons  desiring  to  marry

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(beginning  1937)  are  required  to  file  with  the  county  clerk  a  physician's 
certificate  showing  both  parties  free  from  venereal  disease.  After  the 
performance  of  the  marriage  ceremony,  persons  who  celebrate  the  same  are 
required  to  file  a  certificate  of  marriage  in  the  county  clerk's  office. 
The  clerk  in  turn  is  required  to  make  registry  and  file  the  certificate 
in  his  office. 1  The  state  department  of  public  health  supervises  lodging 
houses;  the  supervision  is  effected  in  each  county  through  reports  col- 
lected by  the  county  clerk, 2  The  board  of  county  commissioners  is  ex- 
officio  the  county  board  of  health  and  is  required  to  make  regulations  for 
the  control  and  suppression  of  diseases.   In  this  connection,  the  board 
works  in  conjunction  with  the  state  department  of  health  and  appoints  phy- 
sicians to  act  as  health  officers. 3 

Public  assistance  is  adrtinistcrod  by  the  county  department  of  public 
welfare,  the  county  court,  and  the  board  of  county  commissioners.  An 
appointee  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  is  the  executive  officer  of 
the  department  of  public  welfare.   The  said  appointee,  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  public  -welfare,  functions  mainly  under  the  direction  of  the 
state  department  of  public  welfare. 4  Blind  relief  is  administered  in  the 
county  through  appropriations  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  to- 
gether with  state  funds.  An  examiner  of  the  blind  appointed  by  the  board 
of  commissioners  cxam.inos  all  applicants  referred  to  him  by  the  county 
clerk. 5  The  county  court  has  jurisdiction  in  matters  of  mothers'  pensions. 
Applications  for  this  benefit  are  made  to  the  county  court  and  investigated 
by  a  probation  officer  vrho  is  an  appointee  of  the  court.   The  mothers' 
pension  fund  is  jointly  provided  by  the  county  and  state. 6 

Public  and  semipublic  works  are  administered  by  district,  county  and 
state  authorities.   The  (state)  department  of  public  works  and  buildings 
through  the  county  superintendent  of  highways,  exercises  technical  super- 
vision over  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  roads  and  bridges  in  each 
county.   In  Scott  County,  district  highway  commissioners  (one  elected  in 
each  road  district)  principally  perform  these  functions  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  said  county  superintendent.   Each  district  highway  commissioner 
is  required  to  make  reports  to  both  the  county  superintendent  of  highvjays 
and  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners.  Also  in  each  district  a  district 
road  clerk  is  elected  who  is  cx-officio  the  district  treasurer.?  The  coun- 
ty superintendent  acts  as  deputy  to  the  state  engineer,  by  which  device  is 
effected  state  control  over  other  construction  in  the  county.  Another  as-

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pect  of  public  works  is  the  provision  for  drainage  districts,  governed 
by  quasi-corporate  bodies  of  drainage  coininissioners.   These  districts, 
for  agricultural,  mining  or  sanitary  purposes,  are  organized  upon  petition 
and  action  of  the  county  court  on  reports  of  its  appointed  commissioners. 
Following  the  organization  of  the  district,  three  comm.issioners  are 
elected  by  the  electorate  of  the  district.   The  county  clerk  is  ox-off icio 
clerk  and  the  county  treasurer  is  cx-off icio  treasurer  of  each  drainage 
district.   Finally,  the  county  surveyor  is  necessarily  often  employed  in 
these  public  rjid  semipublic  works.  1 

The  county  surveyor  also  performs  his  basic  function  for  private 
persons,  as  a  step  in  the  creation  of  land  records.   His  maps  and  plats 
do  not  have  legal  status  unless  recorded  in  the  recorder's  office.   The 
latter,  whose  duties  are  perfonued  in  Scott  County  by  the  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court  in  an  cx-off icio  capacity,  also  is  charged  with  the  re- 
cordation of  instr\ffiients  affecting  title  to  land  and  other  classes  of  in- 
struments conveying  or  establishing  non- property  rights, 2 

The  co-ordination  of  county  government  is  effected  through  the  county 
clerk.   In  addition  to  his  many  and  dissimilar  duties,  already  noted,  he 
issues  licenses,  has  custody  of  official  bonds,  keeps  various  registers, 
enters  into  the  election  procedure  and  acts  for  the  board  of  review  and 
the  county  board  of  health,  v^hich  are  not  independent  bodies  in  Scott 
County,  but  v/hose  duties  are  performed  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners. 
The  entire  concentration  of  duties,  statutory  jurisdiction  over  which  is 
vested  variously  in  the  county  board,  county  court,  and  other  bodies,  re- 
sults in  a  considerable  centralization  of  county  government  in  the  clerk's 
office. 3 

All  the  several  district  offices  and  all  the  independent  county 
offices  except  surveyor,  superintendent  of  highways,  probation  officers, 
county  superintendent  of  public  welfare,  and  blind  examiner,  are  now  fill- 
ed by  election  and  most  have  been  since  1848.   The  surveyor  and  superin- 
tendent of  highways  were  elected  at  one  time  by  the  county  electorate,  but 
they  arc  now  appointed  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners.   Only  a  few 
of  the  present  county  offices  were  recognized  by  the  first  state  consti- 
tution. 

The  creation  of  such  state  agencies  as  touch  upon  county  government

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is  a  later  development,  occuring  bet^/een  1877  and  1917.   The  quantity 
and  character  of  county  records  are  affected  thereby,  but  not  the 
system. of  records.  More  significant  in  its  effect  on  records  is  the 
concentration  of  multiple  and  dissimilar  duties  in  the  county  clerk's 
office. 

Making  for  uniformity  in  records  are  laws  requiring  county  boards 
to  sui)ply  books  and  forms  in  many  cases.  But  the  only  uniformity  between 
comities  is  accomplished  by  the  use  of  standard  forms  in  a  few  cases  re- 
quired by  st-itc  agencies.   Legislation  to  extend  this  development  has 
the  support  of  local  officers.   Adequate  statutory  provision  is  made  for 
rebinding  and  trsmscription  of  old  rocords.   The  use  of  loose-leaf  books 
has  further  improved  records;  statutory  compulsion  could  extend  the  im- 
provement. The  legal  provision  to  destroy  election  ballots  after  two 
years  is  not  always  regarded.  Nev;  legislation  for  county  records,  more 
extensive  in  scope  as  well  as  more  stringent,  would  be  valuable. 
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3.  HOUSING,  CARE,  MD   ACCESSIBILITY  OF  THE  RECORDS 


The  present  courthouse  of  Scott  County  at  the  corner  of  Main  and 
Crross  Streets  in  Winchester,  is  in  keeping  with  the  rugged  character  of 
its  citizens.   Built  in  1385  to  replace  an  earlier  structure,  a  combi- 
nation jail  and  courthouse  erected  when  the  county  was  founded  in  1839, 
this  two-story  and  basement  brick  building  with  cut  stone  trim  is  early 
Romanesque  in  architecture.   It  is  eighty  feet  wide,  ninety  feet  deep, 
and  forty  feet  high,  with  a  domed,  square  clock  tower  seventy-five  feet 
in  height,  forming  the  central  decorative  unit*   The  main  entrance  is 
at  the  base  of  this  tower.   Because  the  building  is  solidly  constructed, 
and  has  steel  shelving  in  the  two  concrete  vaults  containing  the  county 
and  circuit  clerks'  records,  it  is  judged  to  be  sixty  percent  fireproof. 
Ninety-five  percent  of  the  county's  records  are  housed  in  these  two 
vaults  and  the  common  vault  in  the  basement.   The  latter  has  wooden 
shelving.   All  three  vaults  are  crowded  to  capacity.   Since  no  records 
are  housed  in  the  offices  of  the  county  clerk,  circuit  clerk,  treasurer, 
and  sheriff,  who  is  also  ex-officio  collector,  only  descriptions  of  the 
vaults  housing  the  records  of  those  officials  are  given  below.   Steel 
shelving  installed  in  these  offices  v/ould  relieve  present  crowded  condi- 
tions in  the  vaults. 

The  offices  and  all  the  records  of  the  county  and  probate  clerk, 
circuit  clerk  and  recorder,  treasurer,  county  sheriff  and  collector, 
superintendent  of  highways,  and  superintendent  of  schools  are  loca,ted 
in  the  courthouse.   Three  of  the  four  records  of  the  coroner  are  housed 
here  also,  only  his  files  being  kept  in  his  residential  office  located 
out  of  Winchester,  on  Rural  Route  Three. 

The  county  clerk's  vault  on  the  first  floor  is  twelve  feet  by  four- 
teen and  has  no  v^indows.   It  is  equipped  with  roller-type  stoel  shelving 
and  steel  filing  ci^binets  for  storo^e  of  the  records.   All  space  is  used 
and  room  for  additional  records  must  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  building. 
This  vault  should  bo  one-fourth  larger  to  properly  house  the  present  rec- 
ords.  The  coLinty  clerk's  office  provides  accommodations  for  consultants 
of  the  records.  Eighty  percent  of  the  county  clerk' s  records  as  county 
clerk  ."jad  clerk  of  the  county  court,  and  ninety-five  percent  of  his  rec- 
ords as  ex-officio  clerk  of  the  probate  court,  are  loca,tcd  here.   This 
vault  also  contains  twenty-five  percent  of  the  coroner's  records,  all 
the  records  of  the  drainage  commissioners,  end   the  records  of  the  pro- 
bation officer  for  mothers'  pensions.   Fifteen  percent  of  the  county 
clerk's  records  are  contained  in  the  common  vault  in  the  basement,  and 
the  remaining  five  percent  are  stored  in  the  treasurer's  vault  on  the 
first  floor.   The  five  percent  balance  of  his  records  as  ex-officio 
clerk  of  the  proba.te  court  are  also  in  the  basement  common  vault. 

The  office  of  the  circuit  clerk  and  recorder  is  on  the  first  floor, 
with  an  adjoining  vault.   The  vault  is  twelve  by  fourteen  feet  and 
windowless;  it  is  over-crowded,  v/ith  no  room  for  additional  shelving. 
The  shelving  and  filing  cabinets,  covering  three  hundred  linear  feet,  are 
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bility  of  the  Records 

of  steel,  A  combination  coimter-ccibinet  is  a-vailable  for  the  use  of 
persons  mshing  to  consult  the  records.   Here  are  filed  ninety  percent 
of  the  records  of  the  circuit  court  and  seventy-five  percent  of  the  rec- 
ords of  the  county  recorder,  twenty-five  percent  of  the  coroner's  rec- 
ords, and  all  records  of  the  surveyor.   The  remaining  percentages  of  the 
records  of  the  circuit  clerk  and  recorder  are  in  the  coirmon  vault  in  the 
basement. 

The  county  treasurer's  office  and  vault  is  on  the  first  floor.   The 
vault,  eight  by  ten  feet,  is  well  ventilated  and  equipped  i\rith  one  large 
table  and  four  chairs.  Along  the  north  and  east  walls  are  one  hundred 
and  twenty  feet  of  wooden  shelving  and  eighty  feet  of  metal  file  boxes. 
It  is  not  crowded  and  there  is  room  for  expansion.   Ninety  percent  of 
the  treasurer's  records  are  kept  here,  the  remaining  ten  percent  being 
in  the  coiTinon  vault  in  the  basement.   The  vault  also  contains  five  per- 
cent of  the  county  clerk's  records  and  twenty-five  percent  of  the  rec- 
ords of  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

The  office  of  the  sheriff  and  collector  is  also  on  the  first  floor. 
It  has  an  adjoining  vault,  eight  by  ten  feet,  vjhich  is  well  ventilated 
and  which  has  adequate  accommodations  for  users  of  the  records.   The 
vault  has  v/ooden  shelves  and  metal  file  boxes,  and  is  not  crowded. 
The  sheriff  and  collector  keeps  seventy  percent  of  his  records  here,  the 
remaining  thirty  percent  being  in  the  common  vault  in  the  basement. 

The  office  of  the  superintendent  of  highv/ays,  on  the  first  floor, 
has  a  floor  area  of  two  hundred  and  eighty  square  feet.   Two  large 
windows  provide  ample  light  and  ventilation.   Twelve  feet  of  wooden 
shelving  along  the  east  vrall  hold  all  of  the  superintendent's  records. 
There  are  accommodations  for  users  of  the  records. 

The  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools,  on  the  second  floor,  is 
eighteen  by  twenty  feet,  has  good  lighting  and  ventilation,  and  excellent 
accommodations  for  users  of  the  records.  It  has  fifty  feet  of  wooden 
shelving  and  ten  feet  of  metal  file  boxes.  The  office  is  crowded  and  has 
no  room  for  additional  equipment.  The  superintendent  of  schools  keeps 
seventy^five  percent  of  his  records  in  this  office;  the  other  twenty-five 
norcent  are  kept  in  the  treasurer's  vault  on  the  first  floor. 

The  common  vault  in  the  basement,  where  are  filed  the  oldest  and 
least  consulted  records,  is  over-crowded,  vri.th  no  space  for  expansion.   It 
is  equipped  vdth  wooden  shelving  and  a  number  of  metal  file  boxes.   There 
are  no  accommodations  for  consultants  of  the  records.   One-half  more  addi- 
tional space  and  equipment  aro  needed  to  properly  house  the  records  nov/ 
stored  here.   This  vault  contains  fifteen  percent  of  the  county  clerk's 
records;  five  percent  of  the  probate  court  records;  ten  percent  of  the 
circuit  court  records  and  twenty-five  percent  of  the  records  of  the  county 
recorder;  ten  percent  of  the  treasurer's  records;  thirty  percent  of  the 
sheriff's  and  collector's  records;  and  tvronty-five  percent  of  the  cor- 
oner's records. 

The  coroner's  office  is  in  his  home  out  of  lYinchester,  on  Rural  Route 
Three,   It  is  a  two-story  building  of  non-fireproof  brick  and  frame  con- 
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stniction.   The  office,  on  the  first  floor,  in  fifteen  feet  squar^-  and 
has  three  vindcns.   The  coroner  keeps  the  current  portion  or  two  per- 
cent of  his  records  here;  twenty-five  percent  in  the  county  clerk's 
vault;  forty-eight  percent  in  the  circuit  clerk's  vault;  and  the  other 
tv7enty-fivo  percent  in  the  common  vault  in  the  basement. 

Due  to  insufficient  storage  space,  the  Scott  County  records  are 
less  accessible  than  mi^-ht  bo  desired.  Recommendations  have  been  sub- 
mitted f or  Ihe  construction  of  additional  vaults  or  enlargement  of  the 
existing  ones.  Although  the  present  vaults  arc  crowded,  in  most  cases 
the  records  are  well  arranged  and  free  from  dust  and  soot.  There  have 
been  no  outstanding  losses  of  records  due  to  fires  or  floods,  and  gaps 
in  dates  are  only  nominal. 

Each  official  uses  a  different  system  in  rcgp.rd  to  the  use  of  the 
record  books,  the  loose  leaf  system  being  regarded  as  most  practical. 
The  system  of  indexing  rnd  filing  in  Scott  Coimty  correspond  with  those 
generally  adopted  by  other  counties  in  the  state. 

All  Scott  County  officials  cheerfully  cooperated  with  the  field 
workers  ma.king  the  survey.

I,  BOARD  OF  COUl-lTY  COMIISSIOl^nS 


The  most  important  ftmctions  of  the  "board  of  county  commissioners, 
with  little  change  from  the  earliest  date,  are; 

!♦   The  purchase,  sale,  and  custody  of  the  real  and 
personal  property  of  the  county, 

2,  Examining  and  settling  accounts  against  the  county, 

3,  Settling  accounts  concerning  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  county  officers. 

4,  Supervision  of  election,  schools,  and  the  selection 
of  juries;  construction  and  maintenance  of  roads  and 
bridges;  care  of  the  indigent,  infirm,  and  disabled. 

5,  Issuing  orders  on  the  county  treasury  in  pursuance 
of  its  fiscal  administration, 

6,  Appropriating  funds  necessary  to  the  effecting  of  its 
functions,  raising  such  sums  through  taxation,  and  in 
general  the  management  of  county  funds  and  county 
business. 

The  first  state  constitution,  1818,  made  provision  for  the  elec- 
tion of  three  county  coinmissioners  in  each  county  whose  powers  and  duties 
were  to  be  regulated  by  law.   The  establishment  of  elective  county 
commissioners  vras  a  distinct  cl-iange  from  the  centralization  of  govern- 
ment as  practiced  under  the  territorial  government  in  Illinois  prior  to 
the  formation  of  the  state.   The  territorial  lavj-s  had  provided  for  the 
appointment  of  local  officials  by  the  territorial  authorities.   The  local 
administrative  officials,  under  the  territorial  laws,  performed  the 
judicial  function  vdthin  the  limits  of  their  jurisdiction. 

In  1819  the  General  Assembly  provided  for  an  administrative,  non- 
judicial court  composed  of  the  three  elected  officers  and  styled  "the 
county  commissioners'  court,  ""^  Thus  a  change  is  noted  in  the  separation 
of  administrative  from  judicial  function  along  the  lines  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania system  of  local  govermaent.   Since  Scott  County  v/as  established 
February  16,  1839,  it  came  first  under  the  administration  of  the  county 
commissioners'  court.

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The  mobility  of  population  vdth  attachments  to  different  typos  of 
local  government  was  an  influencing  factor  in  the  development  of  local 
government  in  Illinois,   The  south  -with  its  large  farms  and  plantations 
found  the  county  unit  the  system  "best  fitted  to  its  needs.   The  northern 
industrial  and  marketing  states  on  the  other  hand  found  the  tovmship 
system  more  advantageous.  During  the  first  decade  of  the  state,  fol- 
lowing its  organization  in  1818,  the  disintegration  of  the  early  civil 
townships  and  formation  of  districts  and  sub-districts  for  elections, 
roads,  and  other  purposes,  shovred  the  influence  of  migration  from  the  south. 

The  arri-val  of  tovmship  adherents  into  Illinois,  particularly  from 
the  east,  resulted  from  the  town  lot  speculation  vdaich  began  in  Chicago 
and  spread  over  tho  state.   In  addition  to  the  marketing  in  Chicago  of 
to\vn  plats,  vessels  regularly  carried  plats  of  town  lots  to  the  New  York 
and  Boston  markets.   The  ensuing  speculation,  Tj-hich  reached  its  peak  in 
1836,  brought  about  an  influx  of  settlers,  and  tovms  and  marketing  centers 
arose  rapidly. 

These  conflicting  influences  together  with  compromises  and  adapta- 
tion to  local  needs  brought  about  the  legislation  enacted  in  1849  for 
two  types  of  county  government.  An  administrative  county  court  was  estab- 
lished for  each  county  of  the  state,  or  an  optional  township  plan  could 
be  elected  by  the  county  electorate. 

As  Scott  County  did  not  elect  the  township  plan  in  1849,  it  came 
under  the  administration  of  the  county  court  for  a  period  of  tvventy-two 
years.   The  county  court  thus  established  became  successor  to  the  county 
commissioners'  court.   Vi/hen  so  acting  the  powers  of  the  county  court  were 
carried  out  by  the  county  judge  and  two  justices  of  the  peace.   The  county 
court  serving  in  this  capacity  met  at  special  terms  in  each  year  and  was 
distinct  from  the  county  court  in  its  judicial  function.   In  the  latter 
instance,  the  duties  were  performed  solely  by  the  county  judge. 

In  1871,  the  county  administrative  function  vras  transferred  to  the 
newly  created  board  of  county  commissioners.   This  body,  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  1870,   as  successor  to  the 
county  court  in  counties  not  under  the  tovmship  form  of  government  has 
governed  Scott  County  ever  since,   IMder  this  plan  the  county  is  divided 
into  different  administrative  districts  such  as  election  precincts,  road 
districts,  school  districts,  and  drainage  districts  which  are  constituent 
parts  of  the  county  government.   The  elected  administrative  officials  in 
these  districts  are  responsible  to  the  several  county  officials.   The 
board  of  county  commissioners,  in  addition  to  its  general  administrative 
powers  over  county  affairs,  serves  also  as  the  county  board  of  health 
and  as  the  board  of  review.

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To  recapitulate,  Scott  County  was  first  governed  by  the  county  com- 
missioners' court  from  1839  to  1849;  from  1849  to  1871  by  the  county 
court;  and  from  1871  to  the  present  day  by  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners.  The  records  listed  in  this  section,  thus  were  kept,  first 
by  the  clerk  of  the  county  commissioners'  court,  second  by  the  clerk 
of  the  county  court,  ajid  finally  by  the  county  clerk  as  ex-off icio 
clerk  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners. 

The  major  record  kept  by  the  clerk  for  the  Board  is  the  minutes  of 
its  proceedings.   This  heterogenous  record  includes:   orders  to  issue 
warrants  on  the  county  treasury;  the  Board's  consideration  of  and  action 
on  reports  of  committees  of  its  members  on  roads  and  bridges,  indigent 
and  infirm  relief,  schools,  taxation,  etc»;  and  its  orders  in  regard  to 
Juries,  licentsos,  and  other  matters  within  its  jurisdiction. ■'■ 

The  clerk  also  keeps  separately,  a  register  of  orders  issued  on  the 
county  treasury  and  lists  of  jury  venire;  files  and  preserves  all  bills 
of  accounts  acted  on  by  the  Board,  and  takes  custody  of  reports  required 
to  be  made  to  the  Board  by  the  county  treasurer,  various  school  bodies, 
and  a  number  of  county  officers. 2 

Other  significant  powers  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  in- 
clude the  regulation  of  county  zoning,  provision  for  regional  planning, 
and  authority  to  provide  for  historical  research. 

The  zoning  jurisdiction  includes  the  restriction  and  regulation  of 
the  location  and  use  of  buildings,  structures,  and  land  for  trade,  in- 
dustry, residence  and  other  uses;  also  the  establishment  of  building  or 
setback  lines  outside  the  limits  of  cities,  villages  and  incorporated 
towns,  which  have  been  divided  into  districts  and  areas.   It  is  the  duty 
of  the  board  when  exercising  this  jurisdiction  to  appoint  a  zoning  com- 
mission which  prepares  a  county  zoning  plan.   Should  the  recommended 
plan  be  adopted,  the  county  board  then  provides  for  an  enforcement  of- 
ficer, and  appoints  a  board  of  appeals. "^ 

Similar  to  the  county  zoning  provision  is  the  provision  for  re- 
gional planning.   In  the  latter  instance,  the  board  may  mak:e  a  plan 
for  guiding  the  development  of  the  region,  and  of  public  improvements 
and  utilities.   For  this  purpose  the  board  may  at  any  time  appoint  an

advisory  regional  planning  commission.   In  the  promotion  of  a  regional 
plan,  two  or  more  counties  may  cooperate  with  one  another. 

Prominent  among  the  important  powers  within  its  jurisdiction,  the 
■board  of  county  commissioners  may  encourage  or  promote  historical  re- 
search making  appropriations  for  the  publication  of  the  proceedings, 
original  papers,  and  other  documents  of  historical  and  other  societies 
engaged  in  such  research.   The  hoard  of  county  commissioners  undertaking 
such  puhlication  has  the  power  to  cause  the  same  to  be  published  in 
book  or  pamphlet  form  and  to  provide  for  the  sale  at  such  prices  as 
will  reimburse  the  cost  of  publication, 2

II,  COm>ITY  CLERK 


The  county  clerk  has  the  most  varied  duties  of  any  county  official. 
To  his  office  belong  important  duties  relating  to  taxation,  elections, 
vital  statistics,  licenses,  bonds,  and  lesser  duties  in  the  operation  of 
county  government.   Jurisdiction  in  these  matters  is  distributed  to  a 
number  of  state  and  county  authorities,  and  the  clerk's  relationship 
rd.th  these  groups  make  him  a  do  facto  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
county.  He  is  custodian  of  the  coimtj'-  records,  ex-officio  clerk  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners.   The  records  he  keeps  in  each  case  belong 
to  his  office,  the  coxmty  court,  and  the  county  board  respectively. 

The  early  legal  status  of  the  county  clerk  was  first  as  clerk  of, 
the  county  commissioners'  court,  an  administrative,  nonjudicial  body. 
The  clerk  was  in  practice,  the  county  clerk,  as  well  as  clerk  of  the 
county  commissioners'  court.

Aii  interesting  chemge  took  place  in  this  office  under  the  Constitution 
of  1848  and  the  legislation  of  1849,   The  clerk  became  an  officer  of  "both 
an  administrative  body  and  a  judicial  court.  His  title  -was  clerk  of  the 
ooun^by  court.   The  administrative  body  was  the  county  court  (the  county 
board)  sitting  at  special  terms  and  composed  of  the  county  judge  and  tvvo 
justices  of  the  peace.   The  judicial  court  vra.s  the  coimty  court  administ- 
ered by  the  county  judge.   The  clerk  of  the  court  in  its  administrative 
function  was  successor  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  commissioners'  court. 
His  ex-officio  office  as  clerk  of  a  judicial  court  first  began  at  this 
time,  in  1849,  His  ministerial  duties  as  clerk  of  the  county  covirt  ex- 
tended also  to  the  court's  probate  jurisdiction.   For  this  county  court 
function,  the  clerk  performed  the  ministerial  duties  formerly  delegated 
to  the  probate  justice  of  the  peace. 

In  1871,  another  change  was  made  ±n   the  governing  body  of  the  coimty. 
The  board  of  county  comr^iissioners  became  the  new  county  administrative 
body.   The  duties  fonnerly  commissioned  to  the  county  court  for  county 
transactions  Yrare  transferred  to  this  board. 

The  clerk  v/hen  acting  for  the  county  was  frequently  referred  to  in 
legislation,  prior  to  1870,  as  the  county  clerk.  However,  the  Consti- 
tution of  1870  titled  the  clork,  when  so  acting,  as  the  county  clerk. 
He  was  elected  by  the  county  electorate  as  the  county  clerk  and  continued 
to  act  as  clerk  of  the  county  court,  probate  court,  and  of  the  county 
administrative  body. 

With  the  revision  of  the  law  in  1874,  a  careful  distinction  in  terms 
came  to  be  made,   ^he  county  clork,  'v^henovor  he  acts  for  the  county  court 
in  its  law   jurisdiction,  is  referred  to  as  clork  of  the  county  court;      ^ 
when  he  acts  for  the  county  board,  he  is  expressly  declared  to  bo  so  doing. 
Thus  the  simple  designation  of  county  clork  is  reserved  for  the  officer 
when  he  performs  that  group  of  duties  which  belong  to  his  office  alone,  and 
virhich  gives  rise  to  the  records  in  this  section.

6,   T^e  bond  of  the  county  clerk,  however,  covers  also  his  actions  as  clerk 
of  the  county  court  and  as  clerk  for  the  county  board.   The  penal  sum 
is  fixed  by  the  latter  body,  which  also  passes  on  the  securities,  and 
the  bond  itself  is  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  R,S.1874, 
p,  321, 
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In  rovipiT,  it  may  be  said  that  the  county  clerk's  office  has  ex- 
isted in  Scott  from  the  organization  of  the  county  in  1839  to  the 
present  time.  His  earliest  title  ras  clerk  of  the  county  comnissioncrs' 
court;  then  ten  years  after  the  creation  of  the  county  he  -Tas  titled 
clerk  of  the  county  court;  orA   finally  under  the  constitution  of  1870 
his  title  bocane  county  clerk.   Starting  rrith  the  present  Constitution 
of  1870,  and  continuing  until  today,  the  county  clerk  nhcn  acting  in  each 
of  his  ex-off icio  capacities  is  referred  to  as  clerk  of  the  board  of 
county  comnissioncrs,  clerk  of  the  county  coiirt,  and  clerk  of  the  probate 
court.  His  office  as  clerk  of  a  judicial  court  began  in  1849. 

The  county  clerk  is  required  to  keep  an  extensive  group  of  taxation 
records.  He  has  legal  custody  of  the  books  used  by  the  supervisor  of 
assessments  ajid  compiles  those  used  by  the  collector,  obtains  and  prepares 
abstracts  of  assessments  and  collections,  keeps  records  of  the  proceedings 
of  special  tax  bodies,  makes  reports  of  delinquent  taxes  returned  by  the 
collector,  att;nds  all  tax  sales  and  prepares  a  list  of  all  sales  and 
issues  duplicate  reports  thereof,  and  records  affidavits  of  purchases  of 
property  for  taxes;  records  tax  sales,  forfeitures  and  redemptions  in  a 
book  kept  by  him  kno^vn  as   the  tax  judgment,  sale,  redemption,  ojid  for- 
feiture record,"!  In  addition,  various  lists  and  receipts  involved  in 
the  taxation  procedure  from  beginning  to  end  are  required  to  be  transmitted 
to  him. 2 

The  department  of  public  health  in  Illinois  has  charge  of  the  regis- 
tration of  births  and  deaths  but  the  county  clerk  keeps  complete  records 
of  that  category  of  vital  statistics,  as  v;ell  as  of  marriages,  the  regis- 
tration of  i.Thich  is  regulated  solely  by  statute. 

Persons  desiring  to  marry  are  nor;  required,  beginning  1937,  to  file 
physiciajis'  certificates  with  the  county  clerk  sho^7ing  each  party  to  be 
free  of  venereal  disease.   After  filing  the  certificates  of  physical  ex- 
amination, the  parties  are  then  entitled  to  apply  for  a  marriage  license 
which  is. issued  by  the  county  clerk,  Folloning  the  ceremony,  marriage 
certificates  are  returned  to  the  clerk  by  persons  qualified  to  celebrate 
the  same.   Copies  of  birth,  stillbirth,  and  death  certificates  axe  trans- 
mitted to  the  county  clerk  by  local  registrars  of  the  department  of  public 
health.   In  Scott  County,  road  district  clerks  perform  the  duties  of  local 
registrars.   The  clerk  registers  and  files  all  certificates  and  records 
marriages,  births,  a:id  deaths  in  separate  books  and  indexes  each  separate- 
ly.3

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Blind  relief  funds  are  provided  jointly  by  the  county  and  state. 
Applicants  claiming  benefits  of  the  fund  are  required  to  go  before 
the  county  clerk  and  make  affidavit  of  their  residence  and  incapacity. 
The  county  clerk  files„th6  application  and  refers  the  applicant  to  the 
examiner  of  the  blind.   The  clerk  keeps  a  register  of  all  applications 
with  date  of  examination  of  those  entitled  to  benefits  of  the  blind  re- 
lief funds.   Following  the  certification  of  the  examiner  of  the  blind, 
the  clerk  certifies  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  those  entitled 
to  benefit."^ 

The  clerk  is  involved  in  nearly  every  step  of  the  election  procedure. 
He  issues  and  keeps  a  record  of  blank  ballots;  petitions,  marked  ballots, 
tally  sheets,  and  returns  of  elections  are  required  to  be  transmitted  to 
him  by  election  officials,"^  Formerly  the  clerk  originated  the  abstracts 
of  returns;  those  currently  found  in  his  office  are  copies  he  is  required 
by  law  to  obtain  from  the  election  commissioners  or  judges  of  election. 
Canvasses  were  also  originally  made  by  the  clerk  alone,  but  now  the  clerk, 
with  the  justices  of  the  peace,  audits  votes  by  election  precincts. 

The  bonds  of  a  number  of  county  officers  are  required  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  clerk  and  filed  by  him.'''  He  is  required  to  keep  a  book  in 
which  is  to  be  entered  a  minute  of  those  bonds,  and  such  other  information 
ac  xvill  serve  to  provide  an  index  to  them.    In  practice,  this  book  is 
sometimes  broken  doi\'n  into  several  volumes,  segregating  information  re- 
lating to  bonds  of  separate  officers. 

The  clerk  issues  licenses  to  peddlers,  taverns,  ferries,  etc,  and 
is  required  to  keep  records  thereof,^  In  addition,  he  keeps  records  of 
estrays,  registers  of  physicians  and  raidwives,  and  lists  of  county  of- 
ficers, compiled  from  information  sent  to  him  to  enable  him  to  perform 
these  and  other  duties  of  his  office. 

Besides  the  papers  ho  is  required  to  issue  and  those  he  is  required 
to  file  and  preserve,  the  county  clerk  also  is  charged  by  law  vdth  the 
care  and  custody  of  all  other  books  and  papers  pertaining  to  his  office. 
Of  this  last  group,  arising  indirectly  in  the  performance  of  his  other 
duties,  he  is  required  to  keep  alphabetical  indexes.

III.  RECORDER 


The  recorder  was  originally  elected  in  Scott  County  by  the  county 
electorate. 1  Ten  years  after  the  organization  of  the  county  in  1839, 
the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  became  ex-off icio  recorder  of  deeds. ^ 
This  provision  is  continued  under  the  Constitution  of  1870  for  counties 
of  less  than  60,000  of  population."^  In  Scott  County,  this  status  has 
persisted  from  1849  to  the  present  day. 

In  1847  with  the  authorization  of  special  legislation,  the  county 
commissioners'  court  of  Scott  County  engaged  the  recorder  of  this  county 
v/ith  the  assistance  of  the  recorder  of  Morgjin  County  in  the  recordation 
of  all  deeds,  mortgages,  and  other  writings  recorded  in  Morgan  County 
concerning  or  affecting  real  estate  situated  in  Scott  Coxxnty.^ 

Today,  the  circuit  clerk  is  required  to  enter  bond  for  $10,000  for 
his  duties  as  recorder. 

In  Scott  County,  this  officer  is  required  to  keep  the  following 
records:

The  recorder,  in  recording  at  length  any  instrument  in  writing,  is 
permitted  to  make  a  handwritten  or  typcTjritton  transcription  of  the  same, 
or  he  may  mako  photographic  or  photostatic  reproduction,  or  ho  may  use 
a  combination  of  these  methods  of  recordation. 2  In  addition  to  the  in- 
struments received  for  recordation,  the  recorder  is  required,  upon  receipt, 
to  file  any  instrxomcnt  upon  which  is  indorsed  the  words  "This  instrument 
to  be  filed,  but  not  recorded."  Such  instruments  include  any  mortgage, 
trust  deed,  or  conveyance  of  personal  property  having  the  effect  of  a 
mortgage  or  lion  upon  such  property.   The  recorder  marks  such  instrument

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IV.   COmiTY  COURT 


In  Scott  County,  as  in  each  county  of  the  state,  there  is  a 
county  court  administered  by  the  county  judge.  The  court  hears  and 
determines  matters  in  which  it  has  original  or  concurrent  jurisdiction, 
including  appeals  from  justices  of  the  peace  and  police  magistrates. 
The  county  judge  is  elected  for  a  four-year  term  and,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  is  required  to  take  and  subscribe  to  an 
oath  which  he  files  with  the  secretary  of  state. 1 

The  judicial  powers  in  Scott  County  vrere   originally  vested  in  the 
courts  of  justices  of  the  peace,  court  of  the  probate  justice,  and  the 
circuit  court  during  the  first  ten  years  of  the  county's  history. 
Then,  a  civil  and  criminal  court  for  the  county  was  provided  for  under 
the  Constitution  of  1648  and  the  legislation  of  1849.^  The  court 
created  was  the  county  court.   This  county  government  unit  was  estab- 
lished with  a  partial  reversion  to  the  dual  functions,  administrative 
and  judicial,  of  the  local  judiciary  in  Illinois  under  the  Territorial 
Laws  prior  to  1818.   The  court  was  different  from  the  territorial  courts 
in  that  its  composition  varied  for  each  of  the  two  functions.   The  judi- 
cial court  was  administered  by  the  county  judge,  who  was  elected  by  the 
county  electorate  and  commissioned  by  the  f^svernor.  His  original  four- 
year  tenure  of  office  has  remained  effective  to  the  present  day,"^  As 
the  governing  body  the  court  was  made  up  of  the  county  judge  and  two 
justices  of  the  peace. 

Complete  separation  of  county  business  powers  from  the  judicial, 
could  be  had  with  the  acceptance  by  the  county  electorate  of  an  inde- 
pendent administrative  body  under  township  organization.   This  plan  of 
government  vj-as  not  selected  in  1849,  and  Scott  was  governed  by  the 
dual  county  court  until  1871,  v^iien  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
became  successor  to  the  county  court  in  its  jurisdiction  over  county 
affairs  and  business.  From  this  date  on,  the  county  court  has  served 
only  as  a  judicial  court  in  Scott  County. 

The  county  court  as  established  in  1849,  was  vested  with  the  ssime 
civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction  as  the  justices  of  the  peace.   The 
county  judge  was  made  the  conservator  of  the  peace  for  the  county.  He 
was  given  the  same  power  and  authority  as  the  circuit  court,  in  pre- 
serving order  in  the  court  and  punishing  contempts  offered  the  court 
while  in  session.^

The  law  jurisdiction  of  the  county  court  in  Scott  County,  from 
1874  to  tlie  present,  is  concurrent  with  that  of  the  circuit  court  in 
that  class  of  cases;  first,  v/herein  the  justices  of  the  peace  have 
jurisdiction  where  the  value  of  the  amount  in  controversy  does  not  ex- 
ceed one  thousand  dollars ;2  second,  in  all  cases  of  appeals  from 
justices  of  the  peace  and  police  magistrates;  third,  in  all  criminal 
offenses  and  misdemeanors  where  the  punishment  is  not  imprisonment  in 
the  penitentiary  or  death. "^ 

Appeals  from  the  judgments  and  decisions  of  the  county  court  may 
be  taken  to  the  circuit  court  .'^  To  the  appellate  court  or  supreme 
court  may  be  taken  and  prosecuted  appeals  and  virits  of  erro'r  in  pro- 
ceedings for  the  sale  of  lands  for  taxes  and  special  assessments,  and 
in  all  common  law  and  attachment  cases,  and  cases  of  forcible  detainer 
and  forcible  entry  and  detainer.   Such  appeals  and  writs  of  error  are, 
when  not  otherwise  provided,  taken  and  prosecuted  in  the  same  manner 
as  appeals  and  writs  of  error  from  the  circuit  court. ^ 

The  records  of  the  court  are  kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court.   The  county  clerk  is  the  ex-off icio  clerk  of  the  county  court. 
In  addition  to  these  statutory  records  described  below,  the  clerk 
necessarily  maintains  others  in  effecting  the  court's  orders. ^ 

For  the  court,  the  clerk  keeps  the  follov;ing  records:

V.  PROBATE  COURT 

In  Scott  County,  as  in  each  of  tlie  counties  in  Illinois,  the  pro- 
bate court  has  original  jurisdiction  in  all  matters  of  probate;  also 
the  settlement  of  estates  of  deceased  persons,  the  appointment  of 
guardians  and  conservators  and  settlement  of  their  accounts;  matters 
relating  to  apprentices;  proceedings  by  executors  and  administrators 
for  sale  of  real  estate;  proceedings  for  the  collection  of  iaxes  and 
assessments  .-'- 

A  probate  justice  of  the  peace  first  administered  the  probate  court 
in  Scott  County.  The  said  justice  was  elected  for  a  quadrennial  term.^ 
Ten  years  after  the  organization  of  Scott  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court 
was  transferred  to  the  newly  created  county  court  which  was  established 
in  1849,^  Legislation  subsequent  to  this  date  has  required  the  county 
court  to  hold  special  terms  for  such  matters.  The  county"  court  of  Scott 
County  has  retained  probate  jurisdiction  from  1849  to  the  present  day. 

The  early  probate  justice,  1839-1849,  was  required  to  perform  the 
ministerial  function  of  the  probate  clerk.  With  the  creation  of  the 
county  court  in  Scott  County  in  1849,  and  continuing  until  the  present, 
the  county  clerk  has  served  as  ex-officio  clerk  of  the  probate  court.

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VI.   CIRCUIT  COURT 

The  circuit  court  has  original  jurisdiction  of  all  causes  of  law 
and  equity,  and  has  appellate  jurisdiction  in  probate  matters  and  causes 
cognizable  by  the  county  court  and  justices  of  the  peace, 1  In  addition, 
it  is  one  of  the  courts  capable,  according  to  Federal  Statutes,  of  hav- 
ing naturalization  jurisdiction. 2 

In  Scott  County,  the  judges  serving  the  circuit  vrore   originally  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Assembly, 3  This  provision  was  effective  for  a 
brief  period  of  six  years,  for  beginning  in  1845,  the  justices  of  the 
supreme  court  held  the  circuit  courts  until  1849.4  The  second  Constitu- 
tion, 1848,  greatly  changed  this  judicial  arrangement.   It  divided  the 
state  into  nine  judicial  districts,  in  each  of  which  a  circuit  judge  was 
elected  by  the  voters  thereof. 5  The  Constitution  of  1870  altered  the 
circuit  districts  and  established  population  requirements  for  counties 
that  may  comprise  a  circuit, 6 

Thus,  in  Scott  County  the  circuit  courts  were  held  by  an  appointee 
of  the  General  Assembly  from  the  establishment  of  the  county  in  1839 
until  1845;  then  from  1845  through  1848  the  circuit  courts  were  held  by 
justices  of  the  supreme  court;  and  finally,  from  1849  to  the  present  the 
circuit  judge  has  been  an  elected  officer  of  the  seventh  judicial  dis- 
trict electorate  of  six  counties,  of  which  Scott  County  is  one. 

The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  was  first  appointed  by  the  circuit 
court  in  Scott  County. 7  He  was  required  to  keep  and  preserve  a  complete 
record  of  all  proceedings  and  determinations  of  the  court  of  which  he 
was  clerk. 8 

The  Constitution  of  1848  made  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  an 
elective  officer  of  the  county  electorate  with  a  four- year  term, 9

7.  Transcripts  of  proceedings  in  appeals  from  justices' 
courts  and  foreign  courts,  dockets  thereof,  and  trans- 
cripts of  judgment  for  liens,  etc.,  from  the  former. 

8.  Naturalization  proceedings,  from  petitions  to  final 
certificates.   Federal  Statutes  allow  circuit  court  to 
exercise  jurisdiction. 2 

9.  Reports  to  the  court  from  its  designated  masters  in 
chancery,  the  state's  attorney,  and  the  coroner's  in- 
quest juries. 

10.  Jury  venires,  summ.onses,  certificates,  etc. 

11.  Original  documents  used  in  court  hearings  and  deter- 
minations.  These  documents  are  of  particular  import- 
ance because  in  a  large  number  of  cases  the  complete 
proceedings  are  not  spread  on  court  record.

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VII.   PROBATION  OFFICER 


The  office  of  probation  officer  for  adult  probationers  vras  first 
established  in  Scott  County  in  1911,  in  accordance  ^ith  the  legislation 
of  that  year.l  The  probation  officer  is  an  appointee  of  the  circuit 
court.  His  service  extends  throughout  the  county.   Courts  exercising 
crininal  or  quasi-crininal  Jurisdiction  are  given  power  to  deal  r/ith 
adult  or  juvenile  offenders  of  specified  offences  under  the  provisions, 
of  this  act  of  creation.   In  the  performance  of  his  prescribed  duties, 
the  probation  officer  principally  serves  the  county  and  circuit  courts. 
He  is  required  to  give  bond  as  determined  by  the  circuit  court  in  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $5000,  and  is  subject  to  the  rules  and  removal  of 
the  said  appointing  court.  Scott  County  has  one  probation  officer 
under  the  allowance  of  one  for  each  50,000,  or  fraction  thereof,  of 
population. 

The  probation  officer  is  compensated  at  a  rate  determined  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners.   In  the  performance  of  his  duties,  he  is 
required  tot   investigate  the  case  of  defendants  requesting  probation; 
notify  the  court  of  previous  conviction  or  probation;  make  reports  to 
the  respective  courts;  keep  a  sot  of  records  as  described  below;  taJce 
charge  of  and  watch  over  all  persons  placed  on  probation,  also  cases  of 
probationers  moving  from  another  county  into  his  county, 2 

The  reports  made  by  the  probation  officer  to  the  courts  are  kept 
by  the  clerk  in  the  respective  cases.   The  courts'  probation  records 
include  orders  granting  or  refusing  release  on  probation,  probationers' 
bonds,  the  reports  of  probation  officers  noted  above,  and  discharge  of 
probationer. 

The  probation  officer  is  required  to  keep  complete  and  accurate 
records  of  investigated  cases,  including  description  of  the  investigat- 
ed persons,  the  action  of  the  court,  and  the  subsequent  history  of  proba- 
tioners. Those  records  are  private  records  and  open  to  inspection  by 
any  judge  or  by  any  probation  officer  pursuant  to  a  court  order  and 
arc  not  public  records.*^  Their  contents  can  only  be  divulged  by  court 
order. and  consequently  were  not  surveyed  by  the  current  historical 
records  study,  A  description  of  the  contents,  therefore,  is  noted 
above.

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VIII,  SHERIFF 


The  sheriff,  by  constitutional  provision,  has  boon  an  elcctod 
officer  of  the  county  electorate  since  Illinois  ■was  admitted  to 
statehood.   The  term  of  his  office  originally  sot  at  tv/o  years  is 
n.o\T   four  years;  bond,  in  Scott  County,  is  required  in  the  sum  of 
$10,000,   One  or  more  deputy  sheriffs  are  appointed  by  the  sheriff, 
in  accordance  Virith  the  number  allowed  by  rule  of  the  circuit  court. 

Essentially  vdthout  change  for  over  one  hundred  years,  the  prin- 
cipal duties  of  the  sheriff  are: 

1,  Acting  as  conservator  of  peace,  with  power  to 
arrest  offenders  on  view, 

2,  Attending,  in  person  or  by  deputy,  all  courts 
of  record  (city,  county,  probate,  circuit,  and 
appellate  courts)  in  his  county,  and  obeying  the 
orders  and  direction  of  the  said  courts. 

3,  Serving,  executing,  and  returning  all  wi-its, 
warrants,  processes,  orders,  and  decrees 
legally  directed  to  him, 

4,  Selling  real  or  personal  property  by  virtue  of 
GDcecution  or  other  process, 

5,  Having  the  custody  and  care  of  the  courthouse 
and  jail  of  the  county, 

6,  Sending  finger  prints  of  criminals  to  the  state 
bureau  of  criminal  identification  and  investiga-

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IX.   CORONER 


The  office  of  coroner  in  Illinois  counties  were  originally  estab- 
lished by  constitutional  provision  in  1818.1   The  Illinois  laws  require 
the  coroner  to  act  as  a  conservator  of  the  peace,  with  powers  equal  to 
the  sheriff's  in  that  respect,  serve  as  a  ministerial  officer  of  the 
courts  in  the  absence  or  disqualification  of  the  sheriff,  and  perform 
all  the  duties  of  the  latter  when  the  office  is  vacant. 2  in  practice 
these  duties  are  far  less  significant  than  the  inquest  function,  the 
principal  statutory  duty  of  the  coroner.   Basically  that  procedure  has 
hardly  changed  since  a  time  antecedent  to  the  formation  of  Scott 
County;  the  coroner  vfhen  informed  of  a  death  resulting  or  appearing  to 
have  resulted  from  violence  or  casualty,  summons  a  jury  to  inquire  into 
the  manner  of  death  and  its  cause, 3 

To  the  custody  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  are  returned  the 
verdict  of  the  jury,  and  such  recognizances  as  may  be  given  the  coroner 
by  Tiritnesses  whose  testimony  implicates  any  person  as  the  unlawful  slayer 
of  the  deceased, "^  In  his  OTm  office  the  coroner  files  and  preserves  the 
record  of  such  testimony, 5  Additionally  the  coroner  keeps  one  record 
which  he  himself  originates,  the  "inquest  record,"  This  record  recapit- 
ulates all  the  data  involved  in  the  entire  inquest  procedure  and  includes 
an  inventory  and  accounting  of  the  personal  property  and  money  of  the 
deceased. 6

X,  STATE'S  ATTORNEY 


The  function  of  the  office  of  state's  attorney  was  originally 
performed  in  Illinois  by  the  circuit  attorney.   This  officer  appointed 
by  the  governor,  attended  each  circuit  of  the  judicial  district  and 
prosecuted  all  actions  in  which  the  people  of  the  state  or  county 
were  concerned, •'•  The  circuit  attorney  vias   frequently  referred  to  as 
"state's  attoniey"  in  the  early  legislation.   Then,  under  the  Constitu- 
tion of  1870,  the  office  of  state's  attorney  became  elective  in,  and 
for  each  of  the  counties  of  this  state.   The  state's  attorney  is

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commissioned  by  the  governor  for  a  four-year  term.   In  Scott  County 
the  said  attorney  is  compensated  at  the  rate  of  $1,125  annually,  with 
an  additional  |400  paid  by  the  state. 

The  duties  of  the  state's  attorney  are; 

1,  To  commence  and  prosecute  all  actions,  suits,  indict- 
ments and  prosecutions,  civil  or  criminal,  in  any 
court  of  record  in  his  county  in  v.'hich  the  people 

of  the  state  or  county  may  be  concerned. 

2,  To  prosecute  all  forfeited  bonds  and  recognizances 
and  all  actions  and  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of 
debts,  revenues,  moneys,  fines,  penalties,  and  for- 
feitures accruing  to  the  state  or  his  county,  or  to 
any  school  district  in  his  county;  also  to  prosecute 
all  suits  in  his  co\.mty  against  railroads  or  trans- 
portation companies,  which  may  be  prosecuted  in  the 
name  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 

3,  To  commence  and  prosecute  all  actions  and  proceedings 
brought  up  by  any  county  officer  in  his  official 
capacity. 

4,  To  dgfend  all  actions  and  proceedings  brought  against 
his  county,  or  against  any  county  or  state  officer  in 
his  official  capacity,  in  his  county. 

5,  To  attend  the  examination  of  all  persons  brought  be- 
fore any  judge  on  habeas  corpus,  when  the  prosecution 
is  in  his  county, 

6,  To  attend  before  justices  of  the  peace  and  prosecute 
charges  of  felony  or  misdemeanor  for  which  the 
offender  is  required  to  be  recognized  and  to  appear 
before  a  court  of  record,  v/hen  in  his  power  to  do  so. 

7,  To  give  his  opinion  vfithout  fee  or  re-'.vard,  to  any 
county  officer  and  to  justices  of  the  peace,  in  his 
county  upon  any  question  of  law  relating  to  any 
criminal  or  other  matter,  in  v^hich  the  people  or  the 
coimty  may  bo  concerned, 

8,  To  assist  the  attorney  general  whenever  it  may  be 
necessary,  and  in  cases  of  appeal  or  \-n:it  of  error, 
from  his  county  to  the  supreme  court,  to  which  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  attorney  general  to  attend,  he  shall,  • 
a  reasonable  time  before  the  trial  of  such  appeal 

or  writ  of  error,  furnish  the  attorney  general  with 
a  brief,  shomng  the  nature  of  the  case  and  the 
questions  involved.

XI.   COUIITY  ASSESSOR 


The  assessment  function  in  Illinois  has  been  controlled  by  various 
statutory  provisions.   Early  laws  fixed  the  value  of  the  several  cate- 
gories of  real  and  personal  property,  leaving  to  the  assessing  officer 
only  limited  discretion.   Principally,  the  assessor  annually  revises  the 
assessment  of  real  property,  and  corrects  the  same  upon  complaint  and 
quadrennially  assesses  such  property.   The  lists  of  lands  and  lots  to  be 
assessed  are  prepared  by  the  county  clerk  in  books  provided  for  that 
purpose.   The  assessor,  annually,  calls  upon  the  clerk  for  the  assess- 
ment books  which  he  uses  in  revising  and  assessing  real  property.   Also, 
the  county  assessor,  annually,  prepares  the  personal  property  list  of 
assessments  by  obtaining  statements  of  persons  required  to  list  their 
taxable  personal  property.   The  assessment  books  are  returned  by  the 
county  assessor  to  the  county  clerk, 3 

The  original  provision  for  assessments  in  Scott  County  delegated 
this  function  to  an  assessor  appointed  by  the  county  commissioners' 
court  (the  county  administrative  body). 4  However,  six  years  after  the 
formation  of  this  county,  the  county  treasurer  became  ex-officio  the

The  county  treasurer  has  served  in  this 
capacity  from  the  latter  date  until  the  present  day, "^ 

The  assessor  is  [;;uided  in  his  duties  by  the  county  board  of  revievj- 
and  the  (State)  Ta::  Commission,   The  duties  of  the  board  of  review  are 
treated  under  chapter  XII  of  this  treatise.   The  tax  cominiGsion  has  the 
following  poT/ers  relating  to  county  assessments: 

1,  It  may  require  local  assessment  officers  to  meet 
with  it  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering matters  relative  to  taxation, 

2,  It  may  request  the  institution  of  proceedings, 
actions  and  prosecutions  to  enforce  the  laws  relat- 
ing to  the  penalties,  liabilities  and  pimishment  of 
public  officers  for  failure  or  neglect  to  comply 
vd-th  the  provisions  of  the  act  creating  the  tax  com- 
mission. 

3,  The  corai-nisoion  may,  in  any  year,  order  a  re-assess- 
ment of  all  real  and  personal  property,  when  in 
its  judgment  such  re-assessment  is  desirable  or 
necessary,  r.nd  for  that  purpose  to  cause  the  assess- 
ment to  be  made  by  the  county  assessor,  and  cause  it 
to  be  submitted  for  the  original  assessment. 

4,  The  commisGion  may  require  the  production  of,  or  ex- 
amine and  make  memoranda  of,  all  records,  books, 
papers,  documents,  statem.ents  of  account  on  record 
or  on  file  in  any  public  office  of  the  state  or  of 
any  county,  road  district,  city,  village,  incorporated 
towTL,  school  district  or  any  other  taxing  district 

of  the  state,  and  the  officers  having  charge  of  these 
records  when  required  are  to  furnish  the  commission 
information  of  any  o.nd  all  matters  on  file  or  of 
record  in  their  offices. 

The  above  powers  recult  from  the  following  duties  of  the  commission 
v/hich  have  as  their  purpose: 

1,   The  direction  and  supervision  of  the  assessment  of 
all  property  in  the  state  in  order  that  all  assess- 
ments may  be  made  relatively  just  and  equal.

In  this  latter  instance  the  commission  examines  the  abstracts  of 
property  for  taxation  in  the  several  counties  as  returned  by  the  county 
clerks. 

Thus,  in  Scott  County  both  county  and  state  officials  exercise 
authority  in  the  preparation  of  assessment  lists.   The  assessments  are 
prepared  by  the  county  assessor,  and  the  county  clerk's  office  serves 
as  a  clearing  house  betvi^een  the  assessor,  the  county  board  of  review 
and  the  state  tax  commission.

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XII.  BQMID  OF  REVIEW 


The  duties  of  the  board  of  review  are  essentially  to  assess, 
equalize,  revievj-  or  revise  the  assessment  of  real  and  personal  property. 
Appeals  from  assessments  have  "been  to  the  county  administrative  hody  in 
Scott  County,  from  the  creation  of  this  county  to  the  present  day.   The 
governing  bodies  which  have  served  as  the  board  of  roviov/  are;   first, 
the  county  commissioners'  court,  1839  to  1849;  the  county  court,  1849  to 
1871;  and  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  1871  to  the  present. 

The  board  meets  annually  to: 

1.  Assess  omitted  property  and  property  upon  v/hich  taxes 
have  not  been  paid, 

2.  Review  assessments  upon  complaint, 

3.  Hear  and  determine  the  application  of  any  person 
assessed  on  propor'by  claimed  to  be  exempt  from  taxation. 
Decisions  exempting  any  such  property,  unless  previously 
judicially  determined,  arc  not  final  until  approved  by 
the  state  tax  commission. 

4.  Increase  or  reduce  the  entire  assessment  of  either  real 
or  personal  property, 

5.  Ascertain  whether  the  valuations  in  one  town  or  district 
bear  just  relation  to  all  tovms  or  districts  in  the 
county.

XIII,   COUHTY  COLLECTOR 


The  collection  duties  were  originally  performed  in  Scott  County 
by  an  appointee  of  the  county  commissioners'  court  (the  county  admini- 
strative body).   This  provision  was  for  a  brief  period  of  four  years, 
for  in  1843,  the  sheriff  became  ex-officio  coimty  collector.   In  Scott 
County,  the  sheriff  has  retained  his  office,  as  collector  of  taxes, 
from  this  date,  1843,  to  the  present  day.   The  sheriff  in  this  county 
enters  bond  for  his  duties  as  county  collector.   In  counties  under 
tovttiship  organization  the  county  treasurer  is  ex-officio  county  col- 
lector.  This  latter  provision,  however,  does  not  apply  to  Scott  County. 

The  principal  function  of  this  office  is  the  collection  of  state, 
county,  and  other  public  corporation  taxes  as  provided  by  lav;-.   The 
books  used  by  the  collector  in  effecting  this  procedure  are  prepared  by 
the  county  clerk  on  the  basis  of  the  assessment  and  levy  of  taxes.   The 
county  clerk  keeps  an  account  with  the  collector  charging  him  wdth  the 
amount  of  the  county  tax  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection,  and  vn.th 
the  amount  received  by  him  from  tax  sales  and  redemptions.   The  county 
collector  reports  on  the  payr.ient  of  taxes  and  the  failure  thereof  to 
the  county  clerk  and  settles  annually  v/ith  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners. Also,  the  collector  annually  pays  into  the  state  treasury 
the  taxes  collected  and  payable  to  the  state  treacuiy. 

The  county  collector  is  required  by  statute  to  keep  his  records  as 
collector  of  taxes  separate  from  his  records  as  sheriff."^  The  records

XIV,   COUITTY  TREASURER 


The  county  treasurer  in  Scott  Coutity  has  been  an  elected  officer 
from  the  formation  of  this  county  to  the  present  day.   This  office 
originally  established  under  statutory  provision  is  nov;  a  constitutional 
office  undor  the  present  Constitution  of  1870,   The  treasurer  receives  „ 
his  commission  from  the  governor  vdth  a  tenure  of  office  of  four  years. 
The  penal  siim  of  the  treasurer's  bond  and  the  security  are  determined 
by  the  board  of  county  comiiiisGioners.^  Upon  request  of  the  treasurer, 
the  board  designates  the  banic  in  which  the  public  funds  are  to  be  de- 
posited.

In  the  performance  of  his  duties,  the  county  treasurer  receives 
the  county  revenue,  keeps  custody  of  its  funds,  and  disburses  them  in 
accordance  vdth  orders  of  the  county  board  of  coimrdssioners  or  by  specific 
authorization  of  law.  He  is  required  to  keep  books  of  accounts  of  all 
funds  received  and  disbursed  by  him,  maintain  a  register  of  county 
orders  coinitersigned  and  paid,  report  annually  to  the  county  board  on 
the  financial  transaction  of  his  office,  and  settle  his  accounts  ivith 
the  board  semiannually.   The  last  two  requirements  give  rise  to  a  nun>- 
ber  of  segregated  records  of  accounts  beyond  strict  statutory  requirements. 
In  addition,  reports  are  made  to  the  treasurer  by  other  county  authorities 
in  the  process  of  transacting  business  vri.th  him,  and  finally  a  large  num- 
ber of  records  arise  from  the  requirement  for  collectors  of  taxes  to  settle 
their  accounts  vdth  the  treasurer. 


Receipts  and  Disbursements

XV.   COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  county  superintendent  of  schools  is  a  statutory  off icer, . elect- 
ed for  a  term  of  four  years. ^   In  Scott  County,  the  superintendent's 
office  serves  as  the  central  administrative  agency  for  the  county.   One 
or  more  of  the  several  congressional  townships  comprise  the  several 
school  districts. 2  Within  these  administrative  iinits  are  elected  boards 
of  trustees  who  have  executive  and  financial  responsibilities  which  come 
under  the  supervision  of  the  county  superintendent.   The  boards  of 
trustees  appoint  their  own  treasurers  '.7ho  also  act  as  clerks  of  the 
township  (or  school  district)  boards.^ 

The  superintendent  makes  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  and  also  reports  to  the  state  superintendent  of 
public  instruction,  the  state  department  of  public  health,  the  state  fire 
marshal,  and  the  state  architect.  His  original  duties  arc: 

1.  Selling  township  fund  lands  and  issuing  certificates 
therefor. 

2.  Examining  the  complete  accounts  of  every  township 
treasurer  in  his  county  and  reporting  irregularities 
of  the  township  trustees.

The  office  of  superintendent  of  schools  was  originally  filled  by 
the  county  school  commissioner.   Later  the  office  of  superintendent  be- 
came an  independent  office  and  the  functions  of  the  former  school 
commissioner  were  fulfilled  by  the  new  officer.  More  accurately  it  may 
be  said  that  the  origin  of  the  office  of  superintendent  of  schools  was 
the  establishment  of  the  office  of  county  school  commissioner. 

The  office  of  county  school  commissioner,  an  appointee  of  the 
commissioners'  court,  was  established  in  the  beginning  of  Scott  County. 2 
The  principal  duties  of  this  officer  centered  around  the  sale  of  school 
lands.  His  reports  to  the  county  commissioners'  court  (county  board), 
of  the  sale  of  school  lands,  were  recorded  in  the  said  court  in  a  well- 
bound  book  kept  for  that  purpose.'^  (See  entry  253).  He  also  reported 
to  this  governing  body,  of  his  other  transactions  and  on  the  school 
fund. 4 

In  1845,  six  years  after  the  formation  of  Scott  Coiinty,  the  office 
of  county  superintendent  of  schools  was  created  as  an  ex-off icio  office 
of  the  county  school  commissioner.   Then  in  1847,  another  change  was 
made,  the  school  commissioner  became  an  elective  officer  vdth  a  tenure 
of  office  of  two  years. ^ 

In  1872  the  office  of  county  superintendent  of  schools  was  estab- 
lished as  an  independent  office  and  had  delegated  to  it  the  authority 
formerly  vested  in  the  county  school  comm.issioner,°

In  addition  ho  is  required 
to  irake  annual  reports  to  the  state  superintendent  of  schools  on  such 
matters  as  the  latter  may  designate,  quarterly  reports  to  the  county 
board  on  his  visits  to  schools,  and  annual  reports  to  the  county  board  on 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  his  office,   Tho  said  board  of  county 
commissioners  designates  the  bank  in  v;hich  the  school  funds  are  to  be  de- 
posited and  is  in  charge  of  the  audit  of  the  itemized  bills  of  the 
superintendent.  The  board  examines,  approves,  or  rejects  any  of  the 
mentioned  reports  of  the  superintendent, "^   Copies  of  the  superintendent's 
reports  are  sometimes  found  among  his  records,  along  with  vouchors, 
special  statements  concerning  the  institute  and  other  segregated  funds, 
and  similar  cui^rent  papers.

The  office  of  county  superintendent  of  hightnys  vras  first  estab- 
lished in  Illinois  in  1913.    Prior  to  this  date,  district  highvjay  com- 
missioners effected  essentially,  those  duties  since  performed  by  the 
county  superintendent  of  highways  in  Scott  County, 

The  superintendent  is  appointed  by  the  co\mty  board.   The  board 
submits  a  list  of  tliree  to  five  candidates  to  the  (state)  department  of 
public  worlcs  and  buildings.   The  department  examines  the  candidates  to 
determ.ine  the  person  best  fitted  for  the  office.   The  successful  can- 
didate holds  office  for  six  years  and  is  remunerated  in  a  sum  fixed  by 
the  county   board. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  comity  superintendent  of  highways  are 
subject  to  the  rules  6nd  regulations  of  the  department  of  public  works 
and  buildings.  He  is,  hov/ever,  subject  upon  Viearing,  to  removal  by  the 
county  board.   The  superintendent  is  required,  also,  to  perform  such 
duties  as  may  be  prescribed  under  the  direction  of  the  (state)  chief

XVII.   COUOTY  SURVEYOR 


The  county  surveyor  is  required  by  law  to  make  all  surveys  within 
the  bounds  of  his  county  that  he  may  be  called  upon  to  make  by  applica- 
tion.  Such  surveys  include  surveys  of   additions  or  subdivisions,  and 
marking  of  county  lines.   Few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  original 
statutory  requirements  for  the  duties  of  this  office. 

The  county  surveyor  was  an  elective  officer  of  the  county  electorate 
in  Scott  County  from  the  organization  of  this  county  in  1839  until  1936. 
Since  September  of  the  latter  year,  the  surveyor  has  served  as  an  appointee- 
of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,!  The  term  of  his  appointment  is  for 
a  four-year  period. 

The  surveyor  must  keep  a  record  book  of  surveys  made  by  him,  preserve 
his  field  notes,  and  retain  copies  of  plats  in  certain  cases  and  his  origi- 
nal thereof  in  others.   From  a  quantitative  point  of  view,  the  best  repre- 
sentation of  his  work  is  in  the  hands  of  the  recorder,  whose  certification 
of  maps  and  plats  gives  them  legal  recognition,  and  whose  custody  of  them 
is  required  by  law. 2

XVIII.   DRAINAGE  COlilMISSIONERS 


The  Constitution  of  1870  delegated  to  the  General  Assembly  a  broad 
power  to  provide  laws  in  regard  to  drainage, 3  Owners  of  land  may  organize 
drainage  districts  whose  corporate  authorities  have  power  to  acquire  rights 
of  Viray,  issue  bonds,  construct  and  maintain  drains,  ditches,  and  levees  for 
agricultural,  sanitary,  or  mining  purposes,  and  assess  the  property  bene- 
fited thereby. 4

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Owners  of  land  may  organize  drainage  districts  upon  petition  to 
the  county  court.   If  the  court  finds  in, favor  of  the  petitioners,  it 
then  enters  an  order  to  that  effect  and  appoints  three  commissioners 
to  examine  and  survey  the  proposed  lands.  When  the  commissioners  have 
completed  their  assignment,  they  make  a  final  report  to  the  court  with 
recommendations  and  the  copies  of  surveys,  maps,  plats,  and  estimates. 
After  the  report  is  made  the  court  completes  the  organization  of  the 
district  and  arrangements  arc  made  for  the  election  of  three  drainage 
commissioners  for  the  district.   The  county  clerk  is  the  ex-off icio 
clerk  of  such  districts. 

The  following  records,  however,  regardless  of  how  kept,  belong  to 
the  drainage  commissioners: 

1.  Records  of  bonds  issued. 

2.  Assessment  books. 

3.  Petitions  of  owners  of  land  to  stay  assessments,  orders

4.  State  auditor's  certificates  of  interest  due  on  bonds. 

5.  Tax  lists  showing  pro-rata  share  of  levy  for  bond  interest 
(union  and  special  districts  only), 

6.  Copies  of  reports  to  county  court  on  conditions  of 
district  and  estimated  expenditures;  and  to  county  treas- 
urer on  delinquent  lands;  maps  and  plats,  surveys  and 
estimates;  office  transactions. >^ 

The  first  two  records  are  required  to  be  kept  in  separate  books, 
the  next  three  generally  are  known  as  the  "Drainage  Record",  and  the  re- 
maining records  are  kept  desultorily.

XIX.   COUNTY  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  board  of  county  commissioners,  in  Scott  County,  constitutes 
the  county  board  of  health. 1  On  the  breaking  out  of  any  dangerously  com- 
municable disease  in  the  county,  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  the  board 
is  required  to  make  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  tending  to 
check  the  spread  of  the  disease  mthin  the  limits  of  the  county  as  are 
considered  necessary.   For  this  purpose  the  board  of  health  has  power  to 
quarantine  any  house  or  houses  or  place  where  any  infected  person  may 
be,  and  cause  notice  of  warning  to  be  placed  on  such  premises,  and  require 
the  disinfection  of  the  house  or  place.   If  the  board  of  county  commission- 
ers neglects  to  carry  out  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state  board 
of  health,  the  state  agency  is  empowered  to  discharge  such  duties  and  col- 
lect from  the  county  the  reasonable  costs,  charges  and  expenses  incurred. 

The  powers  of  the  county  board  of  health  arc : 

1.  To  do  all  acts,  make  all  regulaticns  which  may 
be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  promotion  of 
health  or  the  suppression  of  disease.

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2.  To  appoint  physicians  as  health  officers 
and  prescribe  their  duties.

4.  To  provide  gratuitous  vaccination  and  dis- 
infection. 

5.  To  require  reports  of  dangerously  communicable 
diseases. 

Persons  who  violate  or  refuse  to  obey  any  rule  or  regulation  of  the 
board  are  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  over  C-200  and  inprisonment  for  not 
over  six  months,  or  both.l 

The  county  clerk  as  ex-off icio  clerk  of  the  board  keeps  a  full 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  such  board.

XX.   COUNTY  DEPARTIffiNT  OF  PUBLIC  IVELFARE 


The  Scott  County  department  of  public  welfare  was  established  in 
1936  as  successor  to  the  county  commission  of  welfare  and  its  executive 
appointee  the  county  superintendent  of  public  welfare. 2  The  new  county 
department  of  public  welfare  consists  of  the  superintendent  of  public 
welfare  and  a  staff  selected  by  him  in  accordance  v/ith,  and  subject  to, 
the  approval  of  the  state  department  of  public  welfare. 

The  board  of  county  commissioners  submits  to  the  said  state  depart- 
ment a  list  of  five  residents  as  candidates  for  the  office  of  superin- 
tendent. An  eligible  list  of  these  candidates  is  prepared  by  the  state 
department  by  competitive  examination  and  certified  to  the  county  board. 
The  board  in  turn  makes  an  order  appointing  one  of  the  eligibles  as 
superintendent  of  public  welfare. 3 

The  superintendent  of  public  vrelfare  is  in  charge  of  all  the  execu- 
tive and  administrative  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  county  depart- 
ment of  public  welfare.   He  is  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of, 
and  removal  by,  the  state  agency, 4

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The  superintendent  has  power  and  it  is  his  duty: 

1.  To  have  charge  and  develop  plans  for  the  administra- 
tion of  old  age  assistance. 

2.  To  investigate  and  study  problems  of  assistance, 
correction  and  general  -welfare  mthin  his  county. 

3.  To  co-operate  vrith  the  state  department  of  public 
■welfare  in  the  operation  of  welfare  plans  and  policies 
in  his  covrnty. 

4.  To  maintain  such  records  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  state  department  and  file  vdth  the  said  agency  all 
required  reports. 

5.  To  serve  as  agent  and  executive  officer  of  the  state 
department  of  public  welfare  in  the  administration  of 
all  forms  of  public  assistance  administered  by  the 
said  department. 

All  the  records  of  the  county  department  are  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion and  supervision  of  the  agents  of  this  central  authority. 

The  county  department  of  public  welfare  also  serves  as  the  coiinty 
department  for  the  administration  of  old  age  assistance  and  is  subject  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state  department.    Upon  receipt  of  an 
application  the  department  makes  an  investigation  of  the  case.   In  the 
course  of  the  investigation,  the  department  is  allovrod  to  hold  hearings 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  vdtnesses  and  the  production  of  papers  and 
books. ^ 

The  coumty  department  for  old  age  assistance  keeps  such  records 
and  accounts  as  are  prescribed  by  the  state  department.   All  applications 
and  records  in  these  matters  are  considered  public  records.

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XXI.  EXAillNER  OF  THE  BLIND 


Another  phase  of  public  assistance  in  Scott  County,  blind  relief, 
is  administered  through  the  services  of  the  county  clerk  and  the  ex- 
aminer of  the  blind.   The  funds  for  this  assistance  are  provided  joint- 
ly by  the  county  and  the  state.-'-  Applicants  claiming  benefits  of  the 
fund  go  before  the  county  clerk  and  make  affidavit  of  residence  and 
their  incapacity.  The  county  clerk  files  the  application  and  refers 
the  applicant  to  the  blind  examiner. 

The  office  of  blind  examiner  was  first  established  in  1903,2  The 
examiner,  a  physician  appointed  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners, 
kept  his  office  open  only  during  the  first  week  of  each  year  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  all  applicants  for  blind  assistance.  This  situa- 
tion continued  until  1915,  when  the  examiner's  office  was  first  kept 
open  during  the  entire  year  for  this  purpose.*^  This  arrangement  con- 
tinues until  the  present  time. 

Under  the  earlier  provisions  the  board  of  county  commissioners  re- 
ferred applications  to  the  blind  examiner.   The  applicant  made  affidavit 
before  the  clerk  who  placed  the  same  before  the  county  board. 4  Then 
beginning  with  1915,  the  applicants  are  sent  to  the  examiner  by  the 
clerk. 

The  examiner  keeps  a  register  in  which  he  enters  the  facts  of  his 
findings  as  returned  to  the  county  clerk.   The  coiinty  clerk  in  turn 
registers  the  name,  address,  number  of  application  and  date  of  examina- 
tion of  those  determined  to  be  entitled  to  benefit.   These  facts  are 
certified  at  each  meeting  of  the  county  board. 

In  making  appropriations  for  blind  assistance,  the  board  of  county 
commissioners,  are  required  to  also  provide  funds  for  the  year  for 
persons  who  may  become  entitled  to  such  benefit.   Also,  the  board  annual- 
ly certifies  and  files  with  the  state  auditor  an  itemized  statement  of 
the  amount  paid  out  for  blind  relief. 5  This  statement  is  necessary  for 
the  joint  appropriation  of  state  with  county  funds.

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XXII.   PROBATION  OFFICER 
(Mothers'  Pension) 

The  state  and  countj'  funds  for  indigent  raothers  and  their  child- 
ren, are  administered  by  the  county  court,  its  a.ppointed  probation 
officcrCs),  and  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  county  clerk,  the. county  treasurer,  and  the  state  department 
of  public  ^elfrre.   The  county  court,  hov;ever,  is  given  original  juris- 
diction in  these  matters.-'- 

.A  mother  vrhose  husbfjnd  is  dead  or  incapacitated,  or  who  is  aban- 
doned by  her  husband  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  mothers'  pension 
fluid.   Such  mother  in  need  may  file  aji  application  with  the  county  court 
for  relief.   The  case  of  the  applicant  is  then  investigated  by  the  pro— 
ba.tion  officer  under  the  direction  of  the  court. 

A  report  of  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  such  application,  with 
recommendation,  is  then  made  by  this  officer  to  the  court.   If  the  applica- 
tion is  approved,  the  probation  officer  or  other  person  may  file  with 
the  clerk  of  the  said  court,  a  written  petition  verified  by  affidavit 
setting  forth  the  facts  giving  the  court  jurisdiction  and  other  facts 
upon  p.'hich  an  order  for  relief  is  entered.  Upon  receipt  of  the  petition 
a  summons  is  issued  to  the  mother  and  board  of  county  commissioners  for 
appearance.   The  usual  procedure  is  for  the  board  to  make  a  written 
appearance.   Upon  the  hearing  in  court,  the  court  may  make  an  order  upon 
the  county  board  to  pay  monthly  such  monoy  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
care  of  the  mother  and  her  child  or  children  in  accordajice  with  the  pro- 
visions of  law. 

To  carry  out  this  procedure,  the  county  court  appoints  the  probation 
officer  who  serves  during  the  pleasure  of  the  court  and  is  compensated 
for  his  services  by  the  county  board.  As  noted  above,  this  officer 
investigates  all  applications  for  relief  and  makes  a  written  report  to 
the  court.   In  addition  to  this  duty,  the  probation  officer  makes  quarter- 
ly visits  and  supervises,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  the  families  to 
which  such  assistance  has  been  granted. 2 

The  board  of  county  commissioners  annually  levies  a  tax  on  all  tax- 
able property  to  provide  for  the  mothers'  pension  fund.   The  levy  is 
made  not  in  excess  of  two-fifths  of  one  mill  on  a  dollar  in  Scott 
County, 3

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Also  the  General  Assembly  makes  appropriations  from  time  to  time 
to  the  state  department  of  public  welfare  ^ich  is  distributed  to  the 
several  counties  as  a  part  of  the  pension  fund.   To  become  entitled  to 
the  state  appropriation,  the  county  must  meet  the  standards  of  ad- 
ministration set  by  the  state  agency.   The  county  treasurer  certifies 
to  the  state  department  em  itemized  statement  attested  by  the  county 
clerk,  of  the  money  paid  out  in  accordance  with  the  legislative  pro- 
visions for  this  pension  beginning  July  1,  1935,  and  also  the  total 
assessment  and  levy,  beginning  as  of  this  period,  for  this  purpose. 1
